THE JAPANESE NAVY 


Full Fighting Strenath of the Navy 
Which Proved Itself in the Rus- 
sian-Japanese War Passes in Re- 
view Before Emneror Off Kobe— 
A Magnificent Spectacle. 


Kobe,Nov. 18.—The fighting craft of 
Japan, comprising 110 vessels, exclu- 
sive of submatines, passed in review 
before the Emperor today Notwith- 
standing the recent plague scare, the 
Emperor and his attendants arrived 
in Kobe as early as nine o'clock this 
morning and on his way to the har- 
bor front drove through the streets, 
crowded with their silent thousand 
and rendered gorgeous by an array of 
magnificent decorations in his honor. 

Embarking on the _ battleship 
Asama, he was weleomed by Admiral 
Togo and the other admirals of the 
fleet. The Asama, with Admiral Togo 
on the bridge, steamed slowly between 
the line of warships and auxiliaries 
with every band playing the national 
anthem, Togo, at the Emperor's 
side, detailed the strength and equip- 
ment of each. vessel, . pointing out 
ships captured from the Russians dur- 
iug the Russian-Japanese war. 

The review concluded shortly before 
noon and the officers took tiffin on the 
Asama, As the Emperor left the flag- 
ship the entire fleet united in a 
thunderous salute. At Kobe tonight 
the scene is a magnificent one. The 
entire fieet is outlined in electric 
lights and the city is swarming with

ROCKEFELLER ON 
STAND AS WITNESS 


Founder of Oil Octupus Gives Evi- 
dence in Defence of Action to 
Dissolve Trust. 


New York, Nov. 18—For the cause 
ef Standard Oj] John D. Rockefeller 
took whe witness etand today and re- 
cited with copy-book precision his ve 
first ten years in the oii 
business it was in the evit of the 
United Staies governnient to dissolve 
the oil trust. for two hours and a 
ourrter RockefeHer answered cares 
tully worded questions put to him by 
John Milburn, his personal attorney. 
He began with his entry into the cil 


sion of his 


‘usiness in Cleveland in 1860 or 1862, 
He could not remember the exact 
date. With a capitel of $4,000 he 


rambled through tea years of prelim- 


indrics, whieh led up to the forma- 
tion ot the richest and most power- 
ful ot trusts. His testimony endéd 


with a denial of any active paitici- 
pation in the Sotth Improvement Co., 
the iormation of which caused riots 
all through the oil region. Rocke- 
iclier has been repeatedly charged by 
oil historians with being the moving 
spirit in this concern, whieh was cal- 
cilated to secure an absolute monop- 
oly of the oil irom the moment it came 
irom the wells in the erude state un- 
iil the refined product was delivered 
m the eastern seaboard market. 

Tomorrow morning Rockefeller will 
go back on the etand and coached by 
questions from Milburn and Rosen- 
tial he will tell of the development cf 
the trust until 1882 when, as his at- 
torneys state, he became too wealthy 
to participate in the active manage- 
ment of the company,

John D. Rockefeller, flanked by his 
attorneys, end under the guard of

He 
held up his hand and in a strong 
voice answered “IT do,” when asked 


if he would swear to tell the truth. 

Mr. Milburn went directly to be- 
ginning of the oil business and Roek- 
mfeller admitted he had been in that 
business since 1860 or 1862. He told 
of the first five partners who entered 
into the oil refining business and vi 
the formation of the first Rockefeller 
Oil company. He traced the various 
changes in partnership”™in the next 
jew years. “In 1886,"" said Rock- 
efeller, “my brother William entered 
the combination which took his name 
under the tithe Wm. Rockefeller & 
Company. Then came the organiza- 
tion of Rockefeller & Company with 
offices and warehouses in New York.’ 

He told of the entry of Henry M. 
Flagler into the oil game in 1867 and 
the formation of the firm of Rocke- 
feller, Andrews & Flagler, He said 
Flagler was taken in heeause of his 
business ability, lis willingness to add 
substantial capital and the possibility 
of fleating loans in New York. He 
was finally led to tell of the formation 
of the Standard Oil company of Ohio 
in_ 1870 with a capital of $1,090,000, 

Rockefeller in his testimony held 
that it was superior business ability 
aud his own great faith in the future 
of the oil business that enabled the 
Standard Oil company to buy up a 
dozen or more Cleveland refineries in 
the latter part of 1871, 

No Coercion Practiced. 

“Were any coercive measures used 
in buying out your competitors 
asked Milburn. 

“None whatever, none 
returned Rockefeller, looking hurt at 
the bare suggestion of the thing.

New York Herald and Ottawa Citizen 
In Legal Battle. 


Ottawa, Noy. 48.—In the supreme 
court today the ease of the New York 
Herald ys. Oitawa Citizen Company, 
an appeal irom the exchequer court 
was heard. The Herald in 1902 b- 
gan the issue of a comic supplement, 
which became known as “Buster 
Brown.” In 1906 they registered 
“Buster Brown" in the United States 
and Canuda as a trademark, having 
sold the supplement without registra- 
tion for four years preceding, In 1907 
they registered “Buster Brown and 
Tige.”” 

The Ottawa Citizen first published 
the same comie sections under an 
agreement with Herald Company, but 
later applied the title “Buster Brown” 
to a section of their own, slightly dif- 
ferent from the other, and action was 
taken to restrain them from doing so 
The exchequer court dismisped the 
action on the ground that the Herald 
hewspaper, being sold in Canada with- 
out copyright, because public proper- 
ty, which any person could use in

a full and free discussion of every 
measure, but it is felt that some palli- 
ative must be found for the inordinate 
length to which debates have been 
drawn out during recent sessions, and 
the adoption of rules analagous to the 
British sysiem of setting fixed limits 
for the taking of votes on contentious 
bills has been suggested,

OF PROSPERITY 


; U. S. Customs and Internal Receipts, 
Unfailing CommercialBarometer, 
Show Increase This Month, 


Washington D. C., Nov. 19.—Al- 
ready there have been signs of a re- 
newal of prosperity, and signs which 
cannot be mistaken because they 
come direct from the United States 
treasury and are indications of the 
most delicate commercial barometer 
in the country, which is found in the 
receipts for customs and internal rev- 
enue, 

Uncle Sam has been running a long 
way behind for many months. He 
finds it impossible to pay his running 
expenses out of his current receipts, 
and he has been dipping into the gin- 
ger jar at the treasury with unpleas- 
ant regularity. The official bulletin 
which is issued every day shows a 
constant succession of balances on 
the wrong side of the ledger. The re- 
ceipts have fallen off and expendi- 
tures have increased so that the de- 
ficit has grown to be serious of late. 

At last the turn of the tide has come 
however. The receipts both of cus- 
toms and internal revenue are begin- 
ning to inerease and they are larger 
thus far this month than they were 
in the same period last year. This 
year up to date the customs receipts 


were $13,206,759, as compared with 
$12,226,927 for the same time last 
year. The internal revenue collee- 


tions were $11,048,562, as against $10,- 
680,888 last year

WHO WILL BE LEADER 
WHEN BORDEN RETIRES? 


Well-Informed Political Circles .in 
Ottawa Think Sir Charies Hibbert 
Tupper May Assume Conservativa 
Leadership, Even Though Mantle 
is Supposed to Fall on McBride, 
of British Columbia. 


Ottawa, Noy. 18.—Considerable —in- 
terest has been excited by the e6ug- 
gestion that the nomination for Car- 
Jeton, for which Mr. R. L. Borden 
Was elected at the same time as for 
Halifax, may be offered to Sir Hib- 
bert Tupper, even though Sir Hibbert 
has made the statement that he has 
no desire to re-enter politics. It is 
felt in well-informed political circles 
that the whole question of the Op- 
position leadership is’ involved. 

Nobody seems to know yet what 
course Mr. Borden proposes to adopt 
concerning the leadership. Notwith- 
standing the pointed hostility of the 
Toronto Telegram and the studied 
coolness of the Toronto World, there 
are some signs that Mr. Borde nis 
disposed to hold on to the leadership. 
and that an important section of his 


leading followers acquiesce in this 
tentative decision. It is remarked 
upon as significant that the Toronto 


Mail and Empire has already declar- 
ed in favor of continuance. By way 
of further confirmation, there is the 
Statement that efforts are being made 
to induce Hon. Mr. Hanna, probably 
the ablest member of the Whitney 
government, to transfer his energies to 
Ottawa. Mr. Hanna was in many 
ways the most active of Mr. Borden's 
assistants in the recent election, and 
while it is probably true that Sir 
Jumes Whitney, Mr. Beck, and the 
other advocates of the hydro-electric 
power scheme would be glad to have 
him out of the way, and so be rid oi 
their most formidable opponent, it is 
felt that his coming to Ottawa would 
have the immediate effect of strength- 
ening the hands of Mr. Borden and oi 
helping him to make whatever ai 
rangements he may think best, whe- 
ther this involves continuing in the 
leadership himself, or passing it on 
to another of his choice. 


The Call of Sir Hibbert. 

The call to Sir Hibbert Tupper is 
variously interpreted as meaning 
either that Mr. Borden means to re- 
tain the position, with Sir Hibbert 
to help him, or that he means to re- 


linquish the leadership to Sir Hib- 
bert, and not to) Premier McBride, 
with whose name the very well in- 
formed have been busy since the elec- 


When 


tion, and even before it 
Hibbert was refused the noiminatior 
for Vancouver in the general elections. 
despite the public remonstrances of 
Sir Charles ‘Tupper, it was the gener- 
ally accepted theory that as member 
for Vancouver he would be too much 
in the way of Mr. McBride’s ambi- 
tions, and the political organization, 
dominated by Mr. McBride's friends, 
secured his elimination in a manner 
so emphatic that he angrily withdrew 
from the nomination for Pictou, Nova 
Scotia, as well. While the story of 
Mr. Borden’s selection for the leader¢ 
ship is not public property, there i 
no mystery about his having been 
practically the nominee of Sir Charles 
who were 
then the most active supporters of 


Sir Charles. Some of these, and 
particularly some in Montreal, have 
latterly shown themselves very much 


dissatisfied with the Borden  leader- 
ship, but the good understanding be- 
tween the Borden and Tupper wits 
is said to be still maintained. In the 
old days Sir Hibbert was looked upon 
as about the ablest of the party’s 
fighters, and as a man with no limit 
to his prospects. The return of the 
elder Tupper to active politics 
doubtedly worked to the disadvantage 
of the younger, but whether perman- 
ently or not remains to be seen. 


Mr. McBride's Influence. 

The forces behind the boom for Mr 
McBride are nevertheless sufficiently 
powerful to have to be reckoned witu, 
He has shown that he 
power, perhaps the one thing wanted 
most. He has carried his provinee. 
both in local and federal politics. He 
has youth, patience, tact, good humor, 
and shrewdness. He has the curly 
hair which seems to go with success: 
ful leadership in Doininion politics. 
He has avoided the pitfalls into which 
Mr. Borden has fallen. He is favored 
by those important elements within 
the party which have given Mr. Bor- 
den only a grumbling support since 
he took up with the government own- 
ership policy, and whose leading 
spokesmen have found relief for their 
fevlings in occasional praise of 31 
Wilfrid Laurier as a truly Canadian 
figure. Mr. Mebride has the active 
support of some of the corporations 
whose influence has been counted as 
being against the government, aud 
which long ago classified Mr. Borden 
us amongst the failures of public life. 
Hence, the knowing ones pick Mr. 
McBride for next leader, and accept 
the talk about Sir Hibbert Tupper 
jor Carleton as a signal of the coming 
fray.

NOTHING BUT TROUBLE IN CHINA. 


Members of the Chinese Reform Associa- 
tion See Little Hope. 


New York, Nov. 18.—Members of the 
Chinese Reform Association in this city, 
and it is said throughout the world, are 
inclined to the belief that the sudden 
deaths of the rulers of the Chinese om- 
pire speil nothing but reaction for Chin 
and «a further retarding of the progress 
they had hoped for. 

These reformers, 
quarteds in the 


who have their heal 
heart of New York's 
Chinatown, boldly assert that the  em- 
peror’s taking off was the result of 
foul play, they apparently are not con 
cerned as to the manner of the dowa 
uér empress, but declare that if the 
Emperor Kwang Hsu had survived the 
Dowager Empress, he would have given 
& new impulse to the reforms which he 
advocated in 1889, white  temporarils 
advised by Kang Yu Wei, now the heal 
of Chinese reform movement through 
out the world. The followers in this city 
of the reform movement declare that the 
dominance of Yan Shih Ai Kai, Viceroy 
of Pechid-Li. and president of the board 
of foreign relations, who is generally re 
ported to be in control of affairs, means 
a reactionary tendeney. The Chinese re- 
form association branch in this city, which 
includes in its membership a daughter of 
the great reformer, Kang Ku Wei h'm- 
self, gave out ght a copy and trans 
tation for a code despatch™ received today 
from Shanghai. The translation as an- 
nounced is as follows: 

Yuan Shi Yu poisoned the emperor. 
Please cable to Pekin to attack ‘him 
It was declared at the headquarters of 
the association that identical despatches 
had been sent out to branches of the re 
form association in all sections of the world 
and that demand would be made unon 
Prince Chun, the new regnet, to depose 
Yuan Shi Kai, from power and to do 
away with him. It was declared t' at 
Prince Chun's failure to act upon the re- 
quests of the reform association, cablod 
to Pekin from every quarter of the mlobe, 
would make the Prince himself an object 
of the association's attacks 

Kang Wu Wei, the reformer. claims to 
have a following of several milion China 
mnen, scattered throughout various coun 
tries outside of China. He is at present 
at Behang, Straits Settlement and it is 


said by his adherents in New York tl at 
despatches were reedived from him last 
week predicting that the emperor was 
about to be assassinated, and urging the 


powers to euch an 
eventuality. 

Kang Yui Wei was aiways stated fo 
the head of the reform movement — of 
which he is at present the nominal head. 
Ile favors development along the Sines 
as adopted by Japan.

Synopsis of Canadian Northwest Land 
Regulations. 

NY person who is the sole head of a 

+* family, or any male over 18 years old, 


may homestead a quarteér-section (160 
acres, more or less) of available Domin- 
ion land in Manitoba, Saskatchewan or 
Alberta, The applicant must uppear in 
person at the Dominion Lands Agency or 
Sub-Agency for the district, Entry by 
proxy may be made at any agency, on 
certain conditions, by father, mother, 
son, daughter, brother or sister of in- 
tending homesteader. 


Duties Six months’ residencé upon 
and cultivation of the land in each of 
three years. A homesteader may live 


within nine miles of his homestead on a 
farm of at least 80 acres solely owned and 
occupied by him or by his father, moth- 
er, son, daughter, brother or sister. 

In certain districts a homesteader in 
good standing may pre-empt-a quarter- 
section alongside bis homestead. Price
